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THE PREFACE. 


I hath been the wiedom of the Church of England, ever sige the fret compiling of ber 
Public Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two extremes, of too much stiffness in 


refusing, and of too much casinets in admitting any variation from it. For as on the one side 


common experience sheweth, that where a change hath been made of things advisedly esta - 
blished (no evident necessity 30 requiring) zundry inconveniences have thereupon enzwed ; and 
thoze many times more, and greater than the evils that were intended to be remedied by tuch 
change ; 30 on the other side, the particular Forms of Divine worship, and the Rites and Cere- 
monies appointed to be used therein, being things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, 
and to acknowledged, it is but reasonable, that upon weighty and important considerations, ac- 
cording to the various exigency of times and occazions, such changes and alterations should be 
made therein, as to those that are in place of authority thould from time to time seem either 
neceuary or expedient. Accordingly we find that in the reign of several Princes, of bleued 
memory, zince the Reformation, the Church, upon just and weighty considerations her thereumo 
moving, hath yielded to make such alterations in some particulars, as in their 

times were thought convenient t yet $0, as that the main body and essentials of it (as well in 
the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order thereof ) have still cominued the same unto 
this day, and do yet stand firm and unthaken, notwithnandinf all the vain attempts and im- 


| petuous astaulu made against it, by auch men as are given to change, and have always discovered 


a greater regard to their own private fancies and interesu, than to that duty they owe 10 the 
publick. * 

By what undue means, and for what mizchievous purposes, the use of the Liturgy (though 
enjoined by the Laws of the Land, and hose laws never yet repealed) came, during the late 
unhappy confuzions, to be discontinued, is too well known by the world, and we are not willing 
here to remember. But when, upon his Majesty's happy Restoration, it seemed probable that 


amongst other things, the use of the Liturgy also would return of course (the aame having never 


been legally abolizhed) unless some timely means were used to prevent it ; those men who 
under the late murped powers had made it a great part of their business to render the 
people dizaffeted thereunto, saw themselves in point of reputation and interest concerned 
(unless they would freely acknowledge themselves e have erred, which such men bre very 
harilly brought to do) with their ut most endeavours to hinder the rexitution thereof. In order 


. whereutito divers Pamphlets were published against the Book of Common Prayer, the old objec- 


tions mustered up, with the addition of some new ones, more than formerly had been made, 


to make the number swell. In fine, great importunities were used to his Sacred Majenty, that 
the taid Book might be revised, and uch Altermions therein, and Additions thereunto made, as | 
$hould be thought requizite for the eaze of tender contciences : whereamo his Majesty, out of 


his pious inclinations to give zatisfaftion (0 far as could de men to all his 


| 8abjeQts of what persuazion oer, did graciously condescend. 
ln which review we have endeavoured to observe the like moderation, as we find. to WER 


been med in the like case in former times. And therefore of the sundry alterations pro- 


poted unto us, we have rejeQted all such as were either of dangerous consequence - (as gecretly 


striking at tome established Doctrine, or laudable Praftice of the Church of Eugland, or in- 
deed of the whole Catholick Church of Christ) or else of no consequence at all, but utterly frivo- 


lous and vain. But zuch Alterations, as were tenderet to ns (by what persons, under what pre- 
tences, or to what purpose soever so tendered) as seemed to us in any degree requizite or ex- 


pedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord auented tot not enforced 20 to do by 


- any strength of argument, convincing us of the necessity of making the taid Alterations : 


for we are fully persnaded in our judgwents (and we here profers it to the world) that the 


Book, as jt stood before established by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to the 
Word of God, or to ound Doftrine, or which a godly man may not with a good conscience-uze 
and submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible against any that hall oppose the zame ; if 


it ahall be allowed such just and favourable conuruftion as in common equity ought 10 be 


a allowed to all human Writings, especially zach as are set forth by Authority, and even to the 


very best Translations of the Holy Scripture iuelf. 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratify this or that party in any 


- their unressonable demands; but to do that, which to our best undernandings, we conceived .

Aud us to the zeversl variations from the former Book, whether by alteration, addition, or 


otherwise, it shall cuffice to give this general account, That mont of the Alterations wers 
made either first ſor the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part of Divine 
Service ; which is chiefly done in the Calendars and Rubricks ; or, secondly, for the more pro- 
per exprening of come words or phrazes of ancient usage in terms more sultable to the language 
of che present times, und the clearer explanation of some other words and phrases that were 
either of doubiful signification, or otherwise liable to mizconetruftion ; or, thirdly, for n 
moro perfeft cenderiug of tuch portions of holy Scripture, as are Interted into the Liturgy 3 
which, in the Epistles and Gospels expecially, and in zundry other places, are now ordered to 
be read according tothe last Translations : and that it was thought convenient, that tome Prayers 
and Thanksgivings, fitted to special occasions, zhould be added in their due places; particulerty 
for thow at Bea, together with an office for the Baptizm of zuch as are of viper years ; which, 
although not zo necenzary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Andbaptiom 


through the liceotiousness of the late times crept in amongst us, is now become necevcary, a 


may be always useful for the baptizing of natives in our plamations, and others converted 10 


be Foith: If any man who thall desire « more particular account of the several Alterations in 


any part of the Liturgy, «hall take the pains to compare the present Book with the former, we 
doubt not but the reason of the change may eavily appear. 


And having thus endeavoured to discharge our duties in this weighty affair, as in the Abe 


of God, and to approve our $incerity therein (20 far as lay in us) to the conselences of all men 
although we know it impossible (in such variety of apprebensions, humours, and interents, "as 


are in the world) o please all ; nor can expeft that men of faftious, peevich, and perverse 


. #pirits should be satisfled with any thing that can be done in this kind, by any other than them- 
elves 1 yet we have good hope, that what is here prezented, and hath been by the Convocation 
of both Provinces with great diligence examined and approved, will be «lo well accepted and. f 
en N Rr and truly conseientious Sons of the Church of England. REST

knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed with the love of hit true Religion. 


| But these many. years passed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been 0 
altered, broken, and neglefied, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, with multitude 
of Responds, Verzes, vaingRepetitions, Commemorstions, and Synodals ; that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible begun, afier three or four chapters were read out, all the rest were 


unreal. And in this sort the Book of Itaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneais in 


Septuagetima ; but they were only begun, end never read through ; after like sort were other 
Books of holy Scripture uzed. And, moreover, whereas gt. Paul would have uch language epoken, 
to the people in the Church, as they might understand, and have profit by hearing the zame ; 
the Service in this Church of Eogland these many years bath been read in Latin to the people, 
which they understand not; 20 that they have heard with their ears only, and their heart, spirit, 


and mind have not been edified thereby. . And furthermore, not withztanding that the ancient 
| Fathers have divided the Palms into seven portions, whereof every one was called u Nofturn

they were firs devized) as becthie they pertain to efificntion, whereumo all things done in the 
Church ( the Apostle teacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a ceremony, in itgelf considered, is but a mall 


ctmning: yet the wilful and contempestuous transgreesion and breaking of a common Order and 


Discipline, is no small offence before God. Let all things be done among you, salth Saint Paul, 
in a zeemly and due order ; the appointment of which order pertaineth not to private men z 


therefore rio man ought to take in hand, nor presume to appoint or alter any publick or common 
Order in Christ's Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. .

whom good reason might satisfy, here be ceruin eauses rendered, why zome of the accut- 
tomed Ceremonies be put away, and come retained and kept still. {nf v8 
Some are put away, because the great excess and multitude of them hath 80 increazed in these 
latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable; whereof Saint Augustine in his time com- 
plained, that they were grown to such a number, that the extate of christian people was in a 
worte case concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counselled thar euch yoke 


and burden should be taken away, . as time would serve quietly to do it. But what would Saint 


Augusti ne have said, if he had seen the Ceremonies of late days used among us ; whereunto 
the multitude used in his time was not to be compared ? This our excexzive multitude of Cere- 
monies was 80 great, and many of them 80 dark, that they did more confound and darken, than 
declare and set forth Christ's benefits unte us. And besides this, Christ's Gospel is not » Cerg- 
monial Law (as much of Moses“ Law was) but it is a religion to ere God, not in bondage 
of the figure or shadow, but in the freedom of the Spirit ; being content anly with those Cere- 
monies, which do serve to a decent order and godly discipline, and tuch as be apt to nir up 
the dull mind of man to a remembrance of his duty to God, by some notable and zpecial 
gignification, whereby he might be edified., Furthermore, the most weighty cause of the abo- 
lichment of certain Ceremonies was, That they were 0 far abused, partly by the cupernti- 
tious blindnets of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unsatiable avarice of zuch as 
sought more their own lucre than the Glory of God, that the abuse could not well be taken 
away, the thing remaining uill. : | 5 RY 

** now ag concerning those perzons, which peradyenture will be offended, for that some 
of the old Ceremonies are retained «ill: if they consider that without tome Ceremanies, it is 
not possible to keep any order or quiet discipline in the Church, they shall easily perceive just 


cause to reform their judgments. And if they think much, that any of the old remain, and 
| would rather have all devised anew: auch men granting some Ceremonies convenient to 


be had, surely where che old may be well used, there they cannot reazonably reprove the old 
only for their age, without betraying of their own folly, For in such a case they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, if they will declare themselves to be 
more «udious of unity and concord, than of innovations and new-fangleness, which (as much as 
may be with true setting forth of Christ's Religion) is always to be exchewed. Furthermore, 
such shall have no just cause with the Ceremonies reserved to be offended, For as those be 
taken away which were most abused, and did burden men's consciences without any cause ; $0 
the other that remain, are retained for a discipline and order, which (upon just causes] may 
be altered and changed; and therefore are to be esteemed equal with God's Law. And 
moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are 20 et forth, that every man may 


understand what they do mean, and to what use they do serve. $0 that it is not like that they 


in time to come thould be abused as others have been. And in chese our doings we condemn 
no other nations, nor preseribe any thing bat to our own people only; for we think it conve- 
nient, that every country should use such Ceremonies as they «hall think best to the setting 
forth of God's Honour and Glory, and to the reducing of the people to a most perfeft and 
godly living, without error os guperstition ; and that they should put away other things,

N HEN the morning was 
: come, all the chief 


prieſts and elders of the people 
took counſel againſt Jeſus to 
put him to death, And when 
they had bound him, they led 
him away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then Judas, Which had betrayed 
him, When he ſaw that he was 


2 repented himſelf; 
and brought again the thirty 
pieces of ſilver to thechiefprieſts 
and elders, ſaying, I have ſin- 
ned, in that I have betrayed the 


innocent blood. And they ſaid, 


What is that to us ? ſee thou to 
that. And he caſt down the 
pieces of ſilver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and hanged 
himſelf. And the chief prieſts 

took the Glver pieces, and ſaid, 
It ĩs not lawful for to put them 
into the treaſury, becauſe i it is 
the price of blood. And they 
took counſel, and bought with 
them the potter's field to bury 
ſtrangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called, The field of 
blood, unto this day. (Then was 
fulfillcd that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, ' 
Andthey took the thirty pieces 
of ſilver, the price of him that 
was valued, whom they of the 
children of Iſrael did value, | 
and gave them for the potter's 
field, as the Lord appointed me.) 
And Jeſus ſtood before the go- 
vernor; and the governor aſked 
him, ſaying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid un- 
to him, Thoy ſayeſt. And when 
he was accuſed af the chief 
prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing, Then ſaid Pilate unto 


him, Heareſt thou not haw many 


things they witneſs againſt thee? 
And he anſwered him to never a 
word, iFſomuch that the gover- 
nor marvelled greatly, Now at 
that feaſt the governor was wont 


to releaſe unto the people a pri- 
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ſoner whom they would. And 
they had then a notable priſoner, 


called Barabbas. Therefore when 
they were gathered together, Pi- 
late ſaid unto them, Whom will 
ye that I releafe unto you? Bar- 
abbas, or Jefus, which i is called 
Chriſt? for he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. When 
he was fet down on the judg- 
ment ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that juſt man: for T have 
ſuffered many things this day i in 
a dream becauſe of him. But 
the chief priefts and elders per- 
ſuaded the multitude, that they 
ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy 
Jeſus. The governor anſwered 
and ſaid unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I releaſe 
unto you ? They ſaid, Barabbas. 
Pilate faith unto them, What 
ſhall I do then with Jeſus which 
is called Chriſt ? They all ſay 
unto him, Let him be crucified. 
And the governor ſaid, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But 
they cried out the more, ſaying, 
Let him be crucified. When Pi- 
late ſaw that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather atumult 
was made, he took water and 
waſhed hishands before the mul- 
_ titude, ſaying, I am innocent of 
the blood of this juſt perſon : 
ſee ye to it. Then anfwered all 
the people, and ſaid, His blood 
be on us, and on'our children, 
Then releaſed he Barabbas unto 
thera; and when he had ſcourged 
Jefus, he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the ſoldiers of 


the governor took Jeſus into the 
common hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of ſoldiers. 
And they ſtripped him, and put 
on him a ſcarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown 
of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 


hand; and they bowed the knee 


before him, and mocked him, 
faying, Hail, King of the Jews. 
And they ſpit upon him, and 
took the reed, and ſmote him on 
the head. And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. And as 
they came out, they found a man 
of Cyrene, Simon by name; 
him they compelled to bear his 
croſs. And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to ſay, A place of a ſcull, 
they gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall; and when 
he had taſted thereof, he would 
not drink. And they crucified 
him, and parted his garments, 
caſting lots : that it might be 
fulfilled which was ſpoken by 
the prophet, They parted mygar- 
ments among them, and upon 
my veſture did they caſt lots. 
And fitting down, they watched 
him there; and ſet up over his 
head his accuſation written, 
THIS 1S JESUS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. Then were 
there two thios crucified with 


him, one on the right hand, ; 


and another on 'the left. And 
they that paſſed by, reviled him,

wagging 5 their heads, and ſay- 
ing, Thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildeſt it in three 
days, ſave thyſelf : if thou be 
the Son of God, come down 
from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo 
the chief prieſts raocking him, 
with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, 
He ſaved others, himſelf he can- 
not ſave: if he be the King of 
Iſrael, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will be- 
heve him. He truſted in God: 
let him deliver him now, if he 


will have him: for he ſaid, 1 


am the Son of God. The thieves 
alſo, which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth, 
Now from the ſixth hour there 
was darkneſs over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. And about 
the ninth hour, Jeſus cried with 
a loud voi e, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lana, 

ſabachthani ? that is to ſay, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou 
forſaken me? Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard 
that, ſaid, This man calleth for 
Elias, And ſtraightway one of, 
them ran, and took a ſpunge, and 
filled it with vinegar, and put it 
on à reed, and gave him to 
drink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let 


us ſee whether Elias will come to 


ſave him. Jeſus, when he had 
cried again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the Ghoſt. And be- 
hold, the vail of the temple Was 
rent in twain, from the top tothe 
bottom; and theedfth did quake; 
and the rocks rent; and the 


graves were opened; and many 


bodies of faints Which flept, 


1 


aroſe, — came out of the 
graves after his reſurrection, and 
went into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many. Now when 
the centurion, and they that 
were with him, watching Jeſus, 
ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe 
things that were done, they 
feared greatly, ſaying, Truly 
this was the Son of God.

For the Epiſtle. Is A1 An 63. * 
HO is this, that cometh 
from Edom, with dyed 
garments from Bozrah? this, 
that is glorious in his apparel, 
travelling in the greatneſs. of 
his ftrength? I, that ſpeak in 
righteouſneſs, mighty to. ſave. 
Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like 
him that treadeth in the wine-/ 
fat ?

For ye have the poor with you 
always, and whenioever ye will, 
ye may do them good: but me 
ye have not always. She hath 
done what ſhe could; ſhe is 
come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. Verily

55 this Goſpel ſhall be preached 


througliout the whole world, 
this alſo that ſhe hath done ſhall 
be ſpoken of, for a memorial 
ofher. And Judas Iſcariot, one 
of the twelve, went unto the 
chief prieſts, to betray him unto 


them. And when they heard 


it, they were glad, and promiſed 
to give him money: And he 
ſought how he. might conveni- 
ently betray him. And the firſt 
day of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the Paſſover, his 
diſciples ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we go and pre- 
pare, that thou mayeſt eat the 
Paſſover ? And he ſendeth forth 
two of his diſciples, and ſaith 
unto. them, Go ye into the city, 
and there ſhall meet you a man 


bearing a pitcher of water; fol- 


low him: And whereſoever he 
ſhall go in, ſay ye to the good- 
man of the houſe, The Maſter 
ſaith, Where is the gueſt-cham- 
bar, where I ſhall cat the Paſſo- 
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he will ſhew you a large upper- 
room furniſhed and prepared; 
there make ready for us. And 
his diſciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found 
as he had ſaid unto them: and 
they made ready the Paſſover, 
And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. And as they 
ſat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, 
Verily I ſay unto you, One of 
you which eateth with me, ſhall 
betray me. Aud they began to 
be ſorrowful, and to ſay unto 
him one by one, Is it I? And ano- 
ther ſaid, Is itI? And he anſwered 
and ſaid unto them, It is one of 
the twelve that dippeth with me 
in the diſh. . The Son of man 
indeed goeth, as it is written of 
him: but woe to that man by 
whom the Son of man is be- 


| trayed ! good were it for that 


man if he had never been born! 
And. as they did eat, Jeſus took 
bread, and bleſſed, and brakeit, 
and gave to them, and ſaid, 
Take, eat: This is my body. 
And he took, the cup, and when 
he had given thanks, he gave it 
to them: and they all drank of 
it. And he ſaid unto them, This 
is my blood of the new teſta- 

ment, which is ſhed for many. 
Verily I ſay, unto you, I will 
drink no more: of the fruit of 
the vine, until that day that I 
drink k new in the kingdom of 
God. And when they had ſung 
an Hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives. And Jeſus ſaid 
unto them, All ye ſhall be of- 
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ended becauſe of me, this night: 
for it is written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall be 
| ſcattered. But after that I amri- 


' ſen, I will go before you into 
Galilee. But Peter ſaid unto him, 


Although' all ſhall be offended, 
yet will not I. And Jeſus ſaith 
unto him, Verily I ſay unto thee, 


that this day, even in this night, 


before the cock crow twice, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice. But he 
ſpake the more vehemently, If 
I ſhould die with thee, I will not 


deny thee in any wiſe. Likewiſe 
alſo ſaid they all. And they came 


to a place which was named 


SGethſemane: and he ſaith to his 


diſciples, Sit ye here, while 1 
ſhall pray. And he taketh with 
him Peter and james and John, 
and began to be ſore amazed, 


and to be very heavy; and ſaith 


unto them, My ſoul is exceeding 


ſorro w ſul unto death: tarry ye 


here, and watch. And he went 
forward a little, and fell on the 


ground, and prayed, that if it 


were poſſible, the hour might 
paſs from him. And he ſaid, 
Abba, Father, all things are poſ- 
ſible unto thee; take away this 
cup from me: nevertheleſs, not 
what I will, but what thou wilt. 
And- he cometh, and findeth 


them ſleeping, and ſaith unto 


Peter, Simon, ſleepeſt thou 7 
couldeſt not thou watch one 
hour p. Watch ye and pray, leſt 
ye enter into temptation : the 
ſpirit. truly ie ready, but the 
fleſh is weak. And again he 
went away, and prayed, and 


ſpake the ſame words. And 
when he returned, he found 
them aſleep again; for their 
eyes were heavy: neither will 
they whatto anſwer him. And he 
cometh the third time, and ſarth 
unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your reſt: it is enough, the 
hour is come; behold, the Son 
of man is betrayed into the 
hands of ſinners. Riſe up, let 
us go; lo, he that betrayeth me 
is at hand. And immediately, 
while he yet ſpake, cometh Ju- 
das, one of the twelve, and with 
him a great multitude with 
ſwords and ſtaves, from the 
chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, and 
the elders. And he that betrayed 
him, had given them a token, 


ſaying, Whomſoever 1 ſhal! 


kiſs, that ſame is he; take him, 
and lead him away ſafely. And 
as ſoon as he was come, he go- 
eth ſtraightway to him, and 
ſaith, Maſter, maſter; and kiſſed 
him. And they laid their hands 
on him, and took him. And 
one of them that ſtood by, drew* 
a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant 
of the high prieſt, and cut off- 
his ear. And jeſus anſwered, 
and ſaid unto them, Are ye come 
out, as againſt a thief, with 
ſwords and with ſtaves, to take 
me? I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took 
me not: but the Scriptures muſt 
be fulfilled. And they all for- 
ſook him, and fled.. And there 
followed him a certain young 
man, having a linen cloth caſt. 
about his naked body; and the 


young men laid hold on him. 
And he left the linen cloth, and 
fled from them , maked: And 
they led Jeſus away to the high 
prieſts! and with him ore al- 
ſombled all the chief · prĩeſts, and 
the elders and theſcribes. And 
Peter followed him aſar off, even 
iato the palace of the high 
prieſt; and he ſat with the ſer- 
vants; and warmed himſelf at 
the fire. And the chief prieſts, 
and all the council ſought for 
witneſs againſt: Jeſus, to put him 
to death; and found none. 
For many bare falſe witneſs 
gagainſt him, but their witneſs 
agreed not together. And there 
aroſe again, and bear falſe 
witneſs againſt him, ſaying; We 
heard im ſay, I will deſtroy 
this temple: that is made with 
bands, and within three days 1 
will build anather made with 
out bands.

ſwered nothing; ſo that Pilate 


marvelled. Now at that feaſt 
he releaſed unto them one pri - 
ſoner, whomſoever they defired;

abbas, which lay bound with 
them that had made inſurrection 


with him, who had committed 


murder in the inſurrection. And 
the multitude, crying aloud, be- 
gan to deſire him to do as he 
had ever done unto them. But 
Pilate: anſwered / them, ſaying! 
Will ye chat I-releaſe untd jou 
che King of the Jews? (for he 
knew that the chief prieſta had 
delivered him for envy.) But 


the chief prieſts movod the peo- 


ple, that he ſhould rather releaſe 
Barabbas unto them. And Pi- 
late anſwered, and ſaid again 

unto them, What Will ye then 
that I ſhould do:untohrimiwhort 
ye call the Ring of the Jews ?
